And perhaps re- 
tirement ought rarely to be permitted, 
except to thole whole employment is 
confittent with abftraction, and who, 
though folitary, will not be idle; to 
thole whom intirmity males ulelels to 
thers, or to thofe who have p.id their 
due proportion to fociety, and who, ha- 
ving lived tor others, mav be honoure 
ably diimilled, to live tor themfelves.

It may be hoped, that our 
Jawpivers will fome time take away trom 
us thus power of fharving and depraving 
one another; but if there be any reafon 
why this inveterate evil fhould not be 
removed in this age, which true policy 
has enlightened beyond avy former time, 
let thole whole writings form the opi- 
nions and the modes of their conteme 
poraries, endeavour to transter the ine 
tamy of fuch imprifonment trom the 
debtor to the creditor, till univertal inta- 
my fhall purfue the wretch, whofe wan- 
tonnefsot powcr, or revenge of dilappoint- 
ment, condemns another to torture and 
to ruin, till he thall be hunted through 
the world as an enemy to man, and find 
ii riches no thelter trom contempt.

niules, as by reafon of their jarring in- 
tereits, the art of the Jefuits on one 
hand, and the art of the Duke on the o- 
ther, wrought fo eff-ctually, that they 
gained their point. 

The Marehioncts having entered into 
the confpiracy, both the and the Jefuits 
fet about perfuading all their acquaint 
ance and friends, that Gabriel Malagri-

The firft of the followers who plun- 

ged himfelf in the infamy of the contpi- 
racy, was the Marquis Francis-Afhizes of 
Tavora, beng urged by the perfuations 
of the faid Marchionefs his wite, ot the 
Duke of Aveiro his brother-in-law, and 
of the faid Jeluits. He made his houte 
an infamous ofhee of conipiracies, treach- 
eries, and plots, againit the King’s lite : 
he was allo prefent at the conterences 
held a: the Duke of Aveiro’s, and con- 
tributed twelve moidores to reward the 
affailins. Immediately after the ailault, 
he was declared to be one of the accom- 
plices, as well by the coinmon voice ot 
the public, as trom the opinion and cer- 
tain knowledge of the fervants of both 
houfes, and of the aflociates Jt was 
proved, that he athifted in one of the 
ambuthes, which were laid, that if the 
King fnould efcape from one, he might 
till into another. He was feen by the 
hing that fame night, as he was retiring 
trom the taid ambuthes, in the grounds 
behind the Duke of Aveiro’s parden, 
treating with the other accomplices a- 
bout the crime, at which all had been 
aiding and aflifting : and he was prefent 
at the meeting of the relations, which 
on the day tollowing was held at the 
Duke of Aveiro’s, in the town of Be- 
Jem ; where tome reproached the aifailins 
for not doing their work effectually ; 
while others bragged, that they thould 
have done it, had the King paifed by 
the ambufhes in which they were polt- 
ed. 

The fecond of the followers, whom

ra, his father. This youth, who ts an 
oflicer, being perverted by his mother, 
not only entered into the confederacy, 
holding himfelf wronged by his Majetty, 
but allo was prefent at the ambufhes 
laid, and concurred with the rett of 
the aflociates at the meeting held the 
fame night, when they affembled in the 
ground on the north of the Duke of A- 
veiro’s garden, clofe to the pent-houle 
which leads to his buildings; and was 
likewite prefent at the meeting hcld the 
day following, being the perion who, 
alluding to his Majelty’s efcape, faid, 
flas! the man ought not to have efcaped. 

The fitth follower was Blaife-Jofeph 
Romeiro, a corporal in the company, 
fteward of the houfehold, and the grand 
favourite of the Marquis Lewis-Bernard 
of Tavora, who, with the Marquis his 
father, gave him the charge, under tie 
of fecrecy, to Jead the three horfes, 
which, in the night of the affault, they 
ordered to be faddled, armed, and for- 
warded to the grounds where the fact 
Was committed: he was prefent at the 
ambufhes, and was the very affociate, 
who accompanied the Marquis Francis- 
Ailizes of Tavora: he was prefent 
at the meeting in the ground on the 
north of the Duke of Aveiro’s garden. 

The fixth and feventh followers, 
whom the head of this confpiracy, the 
Duke of Aveiro, engaged in it, were 
Antony-Alvares Ferreira, formerly his 
valet de chambre, and Jofeph Policarp 
de Azevedo, brother in-law to the faid 
Antony-Alvares. The Duke charged 
Emanuel Alvares, his actual valet de 
chambre, to fend for his faid brother 
Aatony; who came and fpoke with the

Tavora, in the twenty-third year of his age; of 
a middle fee, moft beautiful face, genteel perton, 
eereeable deportment, and amiable difpofition. 
This young nobleman, had he lived, would pro- 
bebly have been married to his niece, the heire(s 
of the family ; and their offspring enjoyed the 
Marguilaic of Tayora.] 
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Duke in a barrack behind the garden of 
his houfe at Belem, where the Duke 
communicated to him, in great lecrecy, 
the order for waylaying the carriage 
which conveyed his Majefty from the 
country-houfe called de Meyo (or the 
mid one) to that called de Cima, (or the 
upper one), where his royal palace 
ftands ; and for firing upon it with two 
fhort pieces of fire-arms, in company of 
the faid Duke; afterwards changing 
their minds, they agreed, that he (An- 
tony-Alvares) fhould fpeak to the faid 
Jofeph Policarp, who was his brother- 
in-law, that he might become an affo- 
ciate. They both went on treating 
with the Duke concerning the difpofi- 
tions towards the perpetration of the 
crime; and went feveral times on foot 
and on horfebuck, in the company of 
the Duke, in order to become acquainted 
with the King’s carriage. The Duke ore 
dered them to buy two horfes not known; 
which Antony-Alvares did buy accor- 
dingly; one of Lewis da Horta in Soc- 
corro yard, for four moidores ; another 
from Emanuel Soares, a gipley, at Mar- 
villa, for four moidores and a half. The 
Duke alfo ordered them to buy arms 
that could not be known; but Antony 
Alvares did not buy them ; he, with his 
{iid brother-in-law, making ufe of one 
blunderbufs of his own, of another which 
was borrowed, and of two piftols, which 
he had borrowed (under pretext of try- 
ing them) of a foreigner at the Count of 
Uniad’s; and immediatcly after the at- 
tack, he returned them. Thefe were 
the arms which Antony Alvares, and 
Joleph Policarp, fired off againtt his Ma- 
jefty’s carriage. ‘The reward they re- 
ceived for it from the Duke who gave 
them their orders, was forty moidoresy 
fixteen at one time, four at another, and 
twenty at another. Immediately after 
difcharging the faid arms on the back of 
the carriage, he the faid Antony, and 
his {aid brother-in-law, fled through the 
grounds till they got into the lane, on 
the outfide of the parden de Meyo ; 
from whence they retreated, through the 
crofs ftrect of the chief commifflary of 
health, directly to Lifbon. Two days 
afterwards, Antony Alvares being fenr.

Liven if all the aforefaid proofs were 
wanting, the prelumptions of the law, 
which condemns the ringleaders, or 
heads of this confpiracy, to be punifhed 
thereby, would futfice: for whereas all 
prelumptions of the law are held as un- 
guettionable truchs, and uncontrovertible 
proofs, which make it incumbent on the 
perfon who has them againtt him to pro- 
duce contrary proots to dettroy them ; 
not one only, but many are the pre- 
furnptions in law, which the ringleaders 
of this confpivracy, and principally the 
Duke of Aveiro, and the perverted mem- 
bers of the fociety of jefus, have againft 
them. 

Aud whereas the law prefumes, that 
he who has once offended will be at an 
tine suiliy of fuch crimes as he has ale 
ready committed ; not one, but many 
have been the iniquitics, which 
two riugleaders have meditated againft 
his Mateity’s perfon and government, 
ever fince his acceflion to the throne. 

With revard to the Jetuits, finding 
thensfelves deprived of the hopes of pre- 
ferving that detpotifin in the manages 
ment of public affairs which they had 
ailumed ; and that, without it, they 
could net cover their ufarpations in the 
Portugal dominions in Africa, Alia, and 
America; and much lefs palliate the open 
war they had rebcllioufy kindled in the 
north and fouth of the {tates of Brazil; 
they devifed the moft calumnious and 
Ceteltable fuggeitions and intripucs 
giintt his Majefty’s fame, and the 
quillity of the realm, thereby to alienate 
both natives and foreipners ; having ree 
peatedly attempted various projects of 
an execrable nature, in order to excite 
{editions in the very heart of the court 
aad kinedom, and to draw upon it the 
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{courge of war. From all which it fol- 
Jows, that the (aid Jetuits having come 
mitted all the atorefaid iniquities againft 
the King and kingdom, they are there- 
by conitituted in the proper terms of the 
atoretaid role and prefumption of the 
law ; and trom therce would refult, if 
all other proofs failed, a full conviction, 
that they were the perfons who deviled 
the allault in queftion ; till they fhould 
prove in a conclufive manner, that o- 
thers, and not they, were the perions 
guilty. 

In fuller confirmation of what has 
been faid, the law prefuming, that a 
great crime is pot committed without a 
powertul motive; and therefore pre- 
fuming alfo that the fame perfor, who 
had an intereit in committing fuch crime, 
was the perion who did commit it, till 
it be made evident that another was the 
author thereot; and the Jefuits having 
ail the powertul motives that have been 
mentioned to caule an end to be put to 
the King’s lite, and to his government ; 
this fingle prefumption of the law would 
alfo be futhcient to its being held tor an 
uncontrovertible proof, according to 
law, that the faid Jeluits were the per- 
fons guilty of this execrable crime ; cfpe- 
cially if it were confidered, that oniy an 
ambition fuch as theirs, cf making a con- 
queft of the dominions of this realm, 
could bear any proportion with the af 
fault of the 3d of September. 

Jn fil) further confirmation of the 
proots found in the proceedings in this 
caule againtt the faid Jefuits, and of 
thole which refult from the prefumptions 
of the law above weighed ; all the {aid 
proots are corroborated with an invin- 
cible ftrength, when it is confidered, 
that at the juncture, in which the King

The {ime prefumptions hold good 
with regard to the Marchionets of Ta- 
vora, the third ringleader of the con{pi- 
racy. Her diabolical tpirit of pride and 
infatiable ambition, accompanied with 
the moft daring and intrepid haughti- 
nefs ever feen in one of her fex, was fuf- 
ficient to hurry her into the greateft 
crimes, and particularly that in quettion. 
Inttigated by thole turbulent patfions, 
fhe had the boldnefs, along with her 
hufband, to offer a remonf{trance to the 
King, for her hufband to be made a 
Duke; notwithftanding that all his in- 
fipnificant terv ces had been fully requi- 
tid with the promotions he had obtaincd

in 1749, when he fet ovt for Indias 
and that there was no precedent of any 
one in that poft being promoted to the 
title of Duke. Both fhe and her huiband 
were inceflantly perlecuting the fecre- 
tary of tlate for that promotion, which 
they demanded as a debt of jultice 5 
and when the fecretary gave them te 
under(tand, in a polite and decent man-

The eitates of the conlpirators who 
have been executed are all contifcated to

his fpirit, talents, and expenence, 
would foon put a ftop to all the abufes 
which had oppoted their progrets in 
their military operations, reftore difei- 
pline in their armies, and reform their 
police in feveral parts.

him to his abbey ot St Medard. It is 
faid he owed his civil promotion, as well 


as his cardinal’s hat, to the mtereft ot 


Madam de Pompadour his patronefs. 
The real caufes of his dilgrace are not 
known by the public. It has fince been 


faid, that he was much too lavith of 


the finances. His fucceffor is the Mar- 
de Choifeul, reprelented as remark» 
able for activity and economy.

It we turn our view to Norrm AME- 
RICA, Wefhallfee the tace of atlairs there 
greatly altered. Throughout the tormer 
years of the war G. Britain had met 
wich little in that quarter but tviles and 
difappointments. “The Brith having 
found by experience the ditheulty of 
getting at the torts which the French, 
in the courfe of their incroachments, 
had built in a country almott covered
